The factories where 
these figures arc turned out exhibit in 
their showrooms an assortment aud 
confusion or time, place and nature be¬ 
wildering to look at. 

The process of castlug there statu- | 
ettes la a comparatively simple oue 
when the mold la once completed.- The 
material used, plaster of pflrl*. Is 
«hcnp. and a very eieellent qnnllty Is, 
produced In this, country. When tlw 
statuette comes out, It Is pure* white 
and covered with ridges made by tbe 
different sections of the mold. There' 
ridges are carefully removed, nnd then 
the east la placed In an oven heated at 
about 180 degrees. After It Inis. t(cwn 
baked for a certln length jif time It lz 
plungvd Into a solution of stearic acid 
and kept there until thoroughly sntu- ' 
rated- Then, when It bns dried, the 
yellow color Is gained by applying to 
tht* surface a solution of beeswax, tur¬ 
pentine and coloring matter. Tblscolo;- 1 
will not wash off. and. of course, any 1 
shade can be produced at will.
